MOSCOW, April 22.—The Ger- 
mans stepped up their counter- 
thrust against the Soviet flank 


southeast of Lwow today, throw- 
ing more and more armored and 
infantry reinforcements into an 
attempt to smash Russian pre- 
parations for a late spring drive 
into Czechoslovakia and central 
Poland, 

Russian artillery and anti¢ank 
guns staggered in depth southeast 
of Stanislawow, 70 miles below 
Lwow, continued to absorb the full 
force of the strongest German at- 
tacks since last fall, however, with- 
out yielding any ground. 

More than 1,500 Germans were 
killed and 68 tanks wrecked in yes- 
terday’s abortive attacks, boosting 
the toll for the first four days of 
the Nazi counterthrust to at least 
6,700 Nazi troops killed and 108 
panzers destroyed. 


QUIET AT SEVASTOPOL 

The Red Army's siege of Sevas- 
fopol entered its fifth day with So- 
viet forces apparently re-grouping 
for a new assault on the strongly 
fortified aval base after their 
lightning liberation of all but the 
southwestern tip of the Crimea.

LONDON, April 22.—Four big waves of Allied heavy, 
medium and light bombers swarmed over Europe today for 
the sixth straight day of a record assault by an estimated 
15,000 planes in what is described as the first phase of the 


western front. 
Hundreds of planes formed a 
virtually unbroken procession of 
R.A.F., Dominion and American 
aircraft across the Channel be- 
ginning at dawn, and all signs in- 
dicated that the daylight oper- 
ations were on a large scale. 
Coastal observers said the roar 
over the Straits of Dover was al- 
most constant as bombers and fight- 
ers ‘shuttled through the skies, 
among them were heavyweights 
flying so high they were not visible 
and could be identified only by the 
throb of their motors. , 

“Everywhere one looked # was 
planes, planes, planes,” one south- 
east reporter said. 


COLOGNE HIT AGAIN 

Twin-engined R.A.F. Mosquitoes 
struck at Cologne, Germany's third 
city and one of the main railway 
bottlenecks east of the channel 
coast, before dawn today, bringing 
the tonnage dropped in the first 
five days of the greatest air offen- 
sive in history to well over the 
17,000-mark, 

Returning crews reported a 
“huge explosion” in the target 
area, indicating “something really 
big” had been hit. 

The speedy plywood bombers 
were guided to their targets by the 
glow of fires still burning in Col- 
agne’s railway yards from a 1,770- 
ton British attack the previous 
night, when the R.A.F. dropped a 
record total of 5,040 tons of explos- 
ives on four of the principal rail- 
way centres supplying the invasion 
coast. 

BUCHAREST BOMBED 

Other R.A.F. planes laid “many 
mines” in enemy waters, the air 
ministry announced. All planes re- 
turned safely from the night's oper- 
ations. 

While British-based air armadas 
intensified their campaign to soften 
Western Europe for invasion, Am- 
erican heavy bombers from Italy 
continued to support the Russian 
army with attacks on railway yards 
in Bucharest and Turnu-Severin in 
Romania.

Views Divergent

OTTAWA, April 22.—The speech 

of Prime Minister Churchill on 
Commonwealth relations disclosed 
marked differences between his 
views and the formal attitude 
adopted by the Canadian govern- 
ment, though at the same time con- 
siderable common ground exists. 
The text of the speech much 
more than the Canadian Press sum- 
mary showed fundamental dis- 
agreements with the views of 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King. 
Churchill has restated the theory 
of a post-war world dominated by 
huge power blocs. This theory was 
stated last January by Lord Halifax 
and at that time it drew a sharp 
repudiation from Mr. King. Mr. 
Churchill spoke of the British Com- 
monwealth in terms of a federal 
system, which in the Canadian 
viewpoint has no basis in existing 
relationships among British na- 
tions, and he also spoke of the 
Dominions as a “yast bloc” and its 
relations as “a family council.” 
No other leader of a British na- 
tion is as strongly centralist as 
Churchill, and public opinion in 
none of the dominions is likely to 
accept the extreme views he has 
expressed for a consolidated com- 
monwealth, in the belief of Ottawa 
sources. Observers noted the small 
attendance at the British debate,

It could also offer gold to 
a member country in exchange for 
its currency, if the country needed 
gold to maintain confidence in its 
money. 

The agreement was considered 
here a United States victory over 
British proposals to relegate gold 
to a minor role in post-war cur- 
rency stabilization. 

Outgrowth of more than a year of 
planning and discussion the agree- 

ment replaces separate proposals 
advanced by Great Britain, Canada 
and the United States. 

Despite British capitulation to 
American and Canadian views to- 
ward gold as a stabilization basis, 
both Mr. Morgenthau and Harry D. 
White, author of the American or 
so-called “White plan”, emphasized 
that the present draft presents no 
single nation’s plan. 


CANADA'S CONTRIBUTION 
NOT YET DETERMINED 

OTTAWA, April 22—(CP)— 
Canada’s contribution to a pro- 
posed $8,000,000,000 international 
monetary stabilization fund has 
not yet been determined, finance rs 
department officials said here last 
night. 

Principles on which the fund 
may be established have been 
agreed upon by financial experts 
of the United Nations and were 
announced simultaneously last 
night in Ottawa, London, Washing- 
ton and other United Nations capi- 
tals. The principles provide for 
what Canadian officials described 
as a “sketchy” quota system for 
contributions to the gold-based 
fund, 

LEFT IN ABEYANCE 

“Details of the quota system on 
which contributions will be based 
have purposely been left in abey- 
ance and agreement has been 
reached on only the most general 
terms,” said a spokesman. 

The plan on which agreement 
has been reached by the experts 
is a composite of proposals ad- 
vanced by a number of countries 
with those of the United King- 
dom, United States and Canada 
forming the basis. 

The Canadian proposal provided 
for subscriptions by the participat- 
ing nations totalling $8,000,000.000— 
the sum on which agreement was 
reached.

There is no spectre of starvation 
facing the German people at pres- 
ent as there was in 1918, he said. 
There is white bread, potatoes, pies, 
cakes and even pretzels and beer. 
Germany will eat whether the rest 
of the continent eats or not, he said, 
warning that Europe was danger- 
ously near starvation. 

Heinzen said there was defeat- 
ism in Germany, but there was 
also a cure for it — Himmler’s 
Gestapo and the Storm Troopers. 
During a six-week period from 
mid-October to the end of No- 
vember, he said, the German 
press was allowed to print a 
whole series of official reports of 
the execution of defeatists. 

The speaker termed the Storm 
Troopers the dominating force in 
Germany today. They are firmly 
loyal to Hitler and will protect him 
even against the army, he said, 
adding that contrary to prevailing 
belief there was no underground 
army in the Reich. There was a 
Communist underground in the 
early days of the Nazis but that dis- 
appeared, he noted. 


NO FREE GERMANS 

Heinzen compared Germany with 
a gigantic concentration camp. 
There are no free Germans, and 
everything is regimented, he said.

WIDESPREAD DAMAGE 

Caught flat-footed, the Japanese 
opened their anti-aircraft barrage 
late.

Sabang Radar station, smash a 
power plant, coaling wharf bar- 
racks and radio station, rake two 
ships in the harbor with gunfire and 
set fire to two destroyers. 

Fifteen parked planes were 
wrecked, and three destroyed at 
another field. (Altogether 22 Jap- 
anese planes were destroyed, an 
earlier communique reported.) 
Bombed fuel tanks caught fire 
and smoke rose 7,000 feet. 

The task force of battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers and carriers 
sailed from Ceylon Sunday. The 
destination was secret. The next 
day it zig-zagged through the Bay 
of Bengal in open battle formation, 
with Catalinas constantly on watch 
overhead. On Tuesday a carrier 
commander said: 

“With luck Wednesday will be 
the day we have been waiting for 
for some time.” 

“TARGET IS SABANG” 

That same day Somerville set the 
mood for the dramatic strike with 
a peremptory statement signalled 
to the fleet: 

“The target for our Allied air- 
craft tomorrow is Sabang. Thus 
far we do not appear to have been 
spotted, and as the Japs have 
regular habits | hope to catch 
them with their kimonos up, Once 
our presence is known we must 
expect attack, and we must give 
a good account of ourselves.”

ATTACK AT DAWN

ed down on the tiny target, dumped 
their explosives from low level and 
roared away. The time was 6:58— 
two mintues before the appointed 
hour. 


By 7 o'clock swarms of war- 
planes were rolling over Sabang 
in a continuous precession, drop- 
ping load after load on the 
jungle isle. 

At the same time the carrier cap- 
tain said tersely: 

“We have just heard that the 
strike is dead on time. That's all.” 
The fleet wheeled in broad 
circles under a tight umbrella of 
fighter planes. Then the Barracudas 
began returning. As they wheeied 
to a stop on the decks the grinning 
crewmen clambered out to report 
a successful venture, 


ONE PLANE LOST 

Within an hour all British air- 
craft returned undamaged, except 
for one Barracuda which was punc- 
tured by a shell burst. 

Only one plane was lost, and of 
that incident an American carrier 
signal said: 

“Hats off to the British submar- 
ine which proceeded to a point two 
miles off shore and rescued one of 
our pilots under the fire of shore 
batteries.”

THE FIFTH ARMY BEACH- 
HEAD AT ANZIO, April 22,.— 
(AP)—Two of Germany's secret 
weapons—a “human torpedo” and 
a robot tank called the “death 
wagon"—fell into Allied hands 
yesterday 

The “human torpedo’ ran 
ashore just north of the Anzio 


beach and two American soldiers 
lifted out of it a 17-year-old Ger- 
man marine who explained he 
had “run out of gas.” 

After a week of hazardous night 
work in no-man’s land British en- 


gineers gleefully hauled into 
their lines with a winch a wreck- 
ed robot tank called the “death 
wagon” or the Goliath tank, 


which they discovered could be 
operated by emote radio con- 
trol 

By coincidence the first known 
German use of the “human tor- 
pedo” came in the same week 
that the Royal Navy announced 
in London that it has used a sim- 
ilar contrivance to raid Palermo 
harbor 15 months ago when a 
new Italian cruiser was sunk and 
a large transport destroyed. 

The skinny young sailor had set 
out on the seeming suicide mis- 
sion from a motor torpedo boat, 
His craft consisted of a conven- 
tional torpedo about 12 feet long 
attached beneath a_ similarly 
shaped steel case. He rose in the 
top compartment and looked out 
through an air-tight glass cover. 

His strategy was to spot Allied 
shipping in Anzio harbor, fire his 
torpedo, then make a getaway in 


the upper compartment which 
was a virtual one-man submarine,

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Howe Pressed 
For Statement 


On Air Parley 


OTTAWA, April 22.—(CP)— 
John Diefenbaker (P.C.-Lake 
Centre) said last night in the 
Commons Munitions Minister 
Howe should state whether Can- 
ada favored or opposed a joint 
empire civil aviation air policy at 
a recent conference at London. 
“You want the details of a pri- 


vate international conversation,” 
said Mr. Howe. 


Mr. Diefenbaker said it appeared 
Canada had taken the position of 
supporting an international air or- 
ganization even before the London 
conference. 


QUESTIONS STAND 


“I now ask was Canada at this 
conference definitely opposed to an 
empire set-up?” said Mr. Diefen- 
baker. 

“My honorable friend is building 
up the greatest piece of nonsense I 
have ever heard of,” said Mr. Howe. 

“That's the language he uses—he 
speaks of grousers and yappers 
when we want answers,” said Mr. 
Diefenbaker. 

“The matier was important to the 
future of the empire. 


“Are we getting to the stage 
where we feel it is not proper to 
express pride in the empire?” he 
asked. 

Gordon Graydon, Progressive 
Conservative house leader, said 
also that Mr. Howe should give 
information about the conference. 


Mr. Howe said those attending a 
conference agreed on the statement 
to be issued concerning it and he 
could not break confidence. 

He said he wished the Progress- 
ive Conservatives’ “extra mural 
leader” was in the house as he 
would be familiar with conference 
procedure. 


REFERRING TO BRACKEN 

(Presumably he was referring to 
John Bracken, Progressive Con- 
servative national leader). 

Hon. Grote Stirling (P.C.- Yale) 
said a “responsible newspaper” in 
the United States had said Canada's 
position differed from that of other 
empire countries at the conference. 
There should be some statement- 
from the minister on the Canadian 
position.

E. G. Hansell (S.C.-Macleod) 
said he wondered if Mr. Howe be- 
lieved in freedom under the British 
flag, for if he did he might be 
called an imperialist. 

“Is the minister an adherent of 
the King of England?” he asked. 

Deputy Speaker Bradette, chair- 
man of the house committee, said he 
must rule against the name of the 
king being brought into the debate. 


BELIEVES HOWE LOYAL 


Mr. Hansell said he believed Mr. 
Howe was loyal, but he did not rel- 
ish the minister “flinging” some 
term to “discredit” Social Crediters 
when “we are only trying to be 
loyal to some great principles.” 

Mr. Hansell’said he could not 
see the reason for the haste in 
“signing up” international air 
agreements and “it seems to me 
someone wants to get in on the 
ground floor... what difference 
would it make if this air agree- 
ment were deferred?” 

Mr. Howe replied there would be 
an “awkward situation” at the end 
of the war if no_ international 
agreement on civil aviation were 
reached as British, United States 
and Canadian planes were operat- 
ing on wartime routes over ter- 
ritories with which there were no 
peacetime operation agreements. 

“There is some suggestion that 
agreements have been signed, but 
we are a long way from that stage,”

King to Leave ‘Shortly’ 
For Meeting of Premiers, 


Ralston Will Lead Govt.

OTTAWA, April 22.—(CP)—Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King told the Commons yeSterday he expects to leave 
“shortly” to attend the meeting in London of Empire prime 


ministers. 


The prime minister spoke after 
Finance Minister Ilsley an- 
nounced that special financial 
arrangements under the Hyde 
Park declaration have been 
ended, but the declaration of 
principle of close collaboration 
in war production between Can- 
ada and the United States will 
be continued. 

(Under the agreement which 
followed the declaration, signed 
April 20, 1941, the resources of 
Canada and the United States were 
to be co-ordinated so each country 


could provide what it was best able 
to produce and produce quickly.) 


RALSTON TO ACT 

Mr. King said that while he is in 
London, Defence Minister Ralston 
will act as prime minister. Re- 
sources Minister Crerar will act as 
deputy leader of the house and 
president of the council. He will 
also preside at meeting of the war 
committee. Justice Minister St. 
Laurent will act as secretary of 
state for external affairs. 

The house disposed of the bill 
ratifying Canada’s participation 
in the United Nations relief and 
rehabilitation administration and 
gave third reading to and passed 
a bill fixing the salary of an 
extra judge who is to be added 
to the exchequer court. 

At the evening sitting the house 
approved estimates of $1,425,760 
under the War Appropriation Bill 
for transport department air ser- 
vices’ undertakings. ; F 

Progressive Conservative mem- 
bers asked Munitions Minister 
Howe to say whether Canadian 
support of an international air 
authority rather than an empire air 
plan had been decided on prior to 
a recent empire air conference in 
London. Mr. Howe said he could 
not give information on a private 
meeting at which the statement to 
be issued had been approved by 
those concerned. 

During discussion of the judge's 
bill, Mr. St. Laurent said the pro- 
vinces at the forthcoming Dominion- 
provincial conference will be asked 
to agree to an amendment to the 
British North America act, which 
would allow the federal government 
to fix the ages of retirement for 
Superior court judges. At present, 
the federal government could not 
fix retirement ages for judges in 
courts over which the province have 
certain jurisdiction. 


GRAYDON PROTESTS 

Gordon Graydon, Progressive 
Conservative house leader, said he 
wished to protest against the gov- 
ernment's action in signing the U. 
N.R.R.A, agreement before it was 
submitted to parliament. Possibly 
Canada would not be in a position 
to fulfill all she had agreed to. 

Mr. Crerar said he did not in- 
terpret anything in the agreement 
as a commitment that would bind

impossible proposition.”

Distribution 
Big Problem 
Says Premier 


CALGARY, April 22—(CP)— 
Biggest post-war problem which 
will face both Alberta and the 
dominion is distribution, Premier 
Ernest C. Manning told a meet- 
ing of the Calgary Board of 
Trade yesterday. Unless there 
was a change from the economic 
Principles that had caused want 
and distress before the war it was 
useless to anticipate an era of 
Prosperity after the war, Mr. 
Manning warned. 

Alberta would have many more 
trained technicians available after 
the war, he continued, Alberta also 
had great material resources, A 
combination of the two could pro- 
vide abundance for all.. The third 
and most important factor was buy- 
ing power. 

INCOME INADEQUATE 


The national income had never 
been sufficient to buy the whole 
output of industry. Consumption 
was regulated, not by the country’s 
productive capacity, but by fin- 
ancial restrictions. 

It was doubtful if methods of 
financing in wartime could be 
continued in peace as there was a 
limit to the accumulation of debt. 
If present “man-made restric- 
tions” on finances were not re- 
moved there wasn’t “a ghost of a 


chance” of the many excellent 
post-war plans being imple- 
mented, 


Touching on the coming Dom- 
inion-provincial conference, the 
Premier said there were three vital 
issues which should be discussed. 
First was a clear understanding 
of the allocation of authority and 
responsibility for post-war econ- 
omy as between dominion and 
provinces, Second, a basis for co- 
operative action must be found 
and, third, a definite understanding 
of how it was proposed to finance 
the post-war program nationally 
and provincially.

tion of the exchange position in 
time of war, 

The arrangement was simply that 
if Canadian holdings of U.S. ex- 
change went above the limit, the 
Canadian government would take 
steps to reduce it. One such step 
was to purchase U.S. airport in- 
stallations in Canada. If the Can- 
adian supply of U.S. exchange went 
below the minimum, the U.S. gov- 
ernment placed more war orders 
in Canada. 

HYDE PARK AGREEMENT 


This arrangement was based on 
the so-called Hyde Park agreement 
of April 20, 1941, in which President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister King 
agreed that each country, in mobi- 
lizing for war, should co-ordinate 
production programs rather than 
seek self-sufficiency in war pro- 
duction separately. Mr. Usley em- 
phasized last night the fact that the 
Hyde Park agreeemnt has not been 
cancelled, though the special 1943 
arrangement under it has ended. 

As a customer of the United 

States, Canada purchased $1,424,- 
000,000 worth of U.S. goods in 

1943, making this country easily 
the major cash customer of the 

United States, More than half of 

Canadian imports of U.S. goods 

last year were war supplies. 

The Hyde Park agreement was 
the chief agency in the form of 
mutual assistance, by which Can- 
ada avoided becoming a customer 
for U.S. lend lease in 1941. While 
lend lease permited countries re- 
quiring U.S. war supplies to obtain 
them despite inability to pay in 
U.S, dollars, the Hyde Park agree- 
ment permitted Canadian-Ameri- 
can wartime trade to expand 
phenomenally on a reciprocal basis. 
CONTINUED PURCHASES 

As Mr. Ilsley said it enabled 
Canada “to continue to make her 
enormous purchases of war sup- 
plies and other goods in the United 
States.” He added: “We never wish- 
ed to ask the United States for 
lend-lease assistance, we always 
felt that as a nation in a favored 
position, free from the ravages of 
war we were in duty bound to 
stand on own own feet and indeed 
to share with the United States in 
assisting other less fortunate of our 
allies in carrying on the war against 
the common enemy, 

“That position we have been able 
to maintain, and we shall continue 
to do so.” 

He said that as the United States 
increased its purchases in Canada, 
this country had given full value 
in vital munitions,

The Hon. J. L. Isley, minister of fin- 
ance, Speaking at Windsor, Ontario, has 
stated plainly that under the Dominion 
Government’s new policy of low interest 
rates, Victory Bonds would never sell for 
less than par in the future. 

The swindle practiced on _ patriotic 
Canadians by financial institutions after 
the last war will never again be repeated, 
Mr. Ilsley assures us. 

It is both refreshing and encouraging 
to see Mr. Ilsley at long last taking a de- 
finite starid on interest ratés and offering 
a positive assurance that the Government 
can and will maintain low interest rates in 
Canada, The Government always did 
have the sovereign power to issue currency 
and credit. But because it failed to exer- 
cise this right, Canadians have been robbed 
and swindled without mercy. 

The Bank of Canada has fixed its dis- 
count rate at 11% per cent and pledged this 
rate for the present and future. The re- 
sult should be that ruinous rates, charged 
on private and public debt, will never again 
be allowed in Canada. 

The City of Edmonton is now refund- 
ing its debt of $24,000,000 at 31% per cent 
as against the old rates of 4 to 6 per cent. 
This will represent a yearly saving for Ed- 
monton taxpayers of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in interest charges. 

Premier Manning of Alberta has an- 
nounced that his Government is anxious 
to refund Alberta’s net debt of $120,000,- 
000 on fair and reasonable terms. But he 
has flatly rejected the bondholders’ com- 
mittee’s proposals of a4 percent rate. The 
bondholders’ committee would be well ad- 
vised to revise its proposals in the light of 
Mr, Ilsley’s statement if the bondholders it 
represents hope to reach a settlement with 
the Government of Alberta. 

For the ruinous and intolerable inter- 
est rates charged the people of Alberta 
were never justified. They never would 
have been imposed or collected had it not 
been for the utter failure of the Dom- 
inion Government to exercise its sovereign 
power of regulating interest rates for the 
benefit of all Canadians. 

Mr, Ilsley’s statement, then, casts an 
entirely new light on the entire interest 
rate structure of Canada,

How Much Wheat? 


Another wheat crop is being sown 
across the prairies. Under generally favor- 
able weather conditions, so far as reports 
indicate. The west appears to be fortunate 
in this respect, in comparison with the 
eastern provinces. Cold weather was pre- 
vailing in Ontario at least up to the end 
of last week, a veritable blizzard having 
struck Toronto on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, while the month has brought uniform- 
ly mild days to most of the prairie region. 
Moisture conditions over a good part of 
this province are less favorable than could 
be desired, because of light snow-fall dur- 
ing the winter, but that is a handicap from 
which crops can make full recovery if the 
mid-summer rainy season lives up to its 
name, 

This year, the first time in several sea- 
sons, the farmer is not being bonused to 
cut down wheat acréage, nor officially 
urged to do so, He is left to exercise his 
judgment inthe light of fairly well known 
changes in the situation and outlook. 
Wheat has moved out of the country more 
rapidly than for some years and the sur- 
plus in storage has diminished accordingly. 
The requirement for the Allied forces and 
for Allied and liberated peoples is bound to 
expand, probably quickly and to very large 
proportions, Formerly a heavy exporter 
of wheat, the United States is now on an 
import basis, 

Tt will not be strange if the farmer sees 
in these circumstances a promise that ex- 
port will go on still more briskly during 
the coming marketing year, and sows a 
larger acreage to wheat than he sowed 
last year,

Empire Relations 


Two points made by Prime Minister 
Churchill in his speech yesterday are im- 
portant because they clear up the posi- 
tion of the British Nations in respect to 
each other after nearly four years of war 
in which they have been associated more 
closely than ever before with many other 
countries, and particularly with the Unit- 
ed States. As stated by Mr, Churchill, the 
occasion was not one for making advance 
declarations of policy, but for a factual ex- 
amination of the record as it bears upon 
inter-Imperial relationships. 

The first point emphasized by the Prime 
Minister was that neither in the Atlantic 
Charter nor elsewhere have any commit- 
ments been made: which would require 
interference with the structure of Imperial 
preference. In planning for a greater flow 
of trade among all nations for post-war 
years, Britain and the Dominions are “per- 
fectly free” so far as the retention of pre- 
ferences between them are concerned. 

The second was that the Empire is not 
facing any emergency such as would re- 
quire changes in its political structure. It 
is in no sense a “sick body”, and does not 
need to be “tied together with bits of 
string”. On the contrary, by free and equal 
association under the Statute of Westmin- 
ster, the Commonwealth nations are more 
closely united in fact than they ever were 
before. 

This speech was made on the eve of a 
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Recalls the Tragic Story of Forty Thousand Kings 


conference at which the prime ministers of 
the Empire states are to meet, and where 
they will be involved largely in the discus- 
sion of post-war policies and plans, These 
two statements of fact clear away any 
supposition that the conferees might be 
hampered in these discussions by any war- 
time commitments made to other countries, 
or by any fears that the ties which bind 
these states are in danger of snapping. In 
these respects their freedom of action is 
complete, . 

If there have been those who feared or 
fancied the contrary, the statements make 
equally plain that the Empire is not being 
dismembered in any impulse toward inter- 
nationalism, nor endangered by any at- 
tempt to interfere with the sovereignty of 
its member-states.

Veterans and Debt 


A strong stand against imposing mort- 
gage obligations upon discharged service- 
men in the machinery set up to enable them 
to acquire land has been taken by the Hon.

The Canadian people are content to 
make sacrifices of any extent in the re- 
habilitation of returned men and women. 
They are prepared to foot the bill for any 
reasonable amount of financial assistance. 

But it expresses no gratitude to the vet- 
eran to lend him money on a basis of or- 
dinary mortgage liabilities. It would 
merely place him in the unhappy position 
occut_ed by the returned soldiers of the last 
war.

It is just a year since the Schutz 
Stauffle in Warsaw decided to 
liquidate them—on Hitler's birth- 

ay; as a present for him, perhaps. 
There had been four-hundred-thou- 
sand of them to start with. Wretch- 
ed little men and women, for the 
most part. The Gestapo in Poland 
had rounded them up and impris- 
oned them in a section of the cap- 
ital city behind eight-foot walls. 
Within the walls the German army 
employed some of them, mostly as 
tailors, for making and repairing 
German uniforms. They were 
crowded into tenements, a score to 
a room. A mere subsistence of food 
rations passed daily through the 
walls. They were dirty, for the sani- 
tation was wretched. They had lice, 
yes, and typhus. Perhaps you would 
have doubted whether this teeming 
mass were really human. 

* * * 

They were not proud before their 
conquerors—not at first. Their con- 
querors posted notices, announcing 
that they would be deported, fam- 
ilies kept together, settled else- 
where on land, for peaceful work. 
Tens of thousands grasped at the 
straw, not trustfully, but hopefully. 
In the end there were forty thou- 
sand left, the youngest and bravest, 
who had sent the weakest out first, 
to safety. 

Then the news trickled back. 
The deportees had not heen re- 
settled. They had been massacred. 
Massacres in the midst of Warsaw 
were not a good idea. They had 
been lured elsewhere to their doom.

Re: Wage Adjustments 


Editor, Bulletin: When the mat- 
ter of wage adjustments was 
being discussed in the City Coun- 
cil meeting Monday night observa- 
tions were made by al least one 
alderman to the effect that certain 
classifications of employees were 
more entitled to an adjustment 
than others. This remark is hardly 
in keeping with the true situation, 
A careful survey of wages and 
working conditions in the various 
cities of Western Canada shows 
that the relationship of one class 
of work to another class of work 
is fairly well balanced but in some 
instances on account of the com- 
plexity of the work involved com- 
parisons are hard to make. This 
is particularly true in regard with 
reference to the clerical staffs and 
the outside workers. The classifica- 
tions here are very numerous on 
account of the Intricacies of the 
duties performed and unless staffs 
were trained for this work from 
their youth up they could not carry 
out the work assigned them effi- 
ciently. With particular reference 
to clerical help a survey shows that 
the rates paid to general clerical 
help in the cities of Vancouver and 
Calgary are substantially higher 
than in Edmonton, Vancouver 
being $34.75 and Calgary $14.50 
higher than those paid in Edmon- 
ton. 

With reference to outside work- 
ers the same situation exists. 
Troublemen in the Waterworks De- 
partment of the City of Calgary 
are paid $22.00 per month more 
than the same classification in 
Edmonton, It will be seen from 
the foregoing examples that these 
sections of the service are justi- 
fied in seeking equality of treat-

Is it Real Isolationism? 


What Is True Position of 
Republicans in American 
Scene? 

By BRUCE HUTCHISON 

The American people are now en- 
gaged in evaluating the Republican 
primaries of Wisconsin, which sud- 
denly ended the presidential career 
of Mr. Wendell Willkie, and subse- 
quent primaries in other states. 
While at first blush the swing of 
Wisconsin behind Mr. Dewey was 
accepted by many as a vote favor- 
able to some degree of isolationism 
—and this was Mr, Willkie’s inter- 
pretation of it—some students of 
distinction now deny this interpre- 
tation. Mr. Arthur Krock, the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New 
York Times, insists that Wisconsin 
did not vote for isolationism. Mr. 
Walter Lippman, a most vigorous 
internationalist in the journalism of 
his country, appears ready to trust 
American foreign policy to the Re- 
publican party and doubts very ser- 
jously that Mr. Roosevelt should 
seek a fourth term. 

It is significant that both writers 
are Republicans and both have been 
anti-Roosevelt in many important 
respects of the President's policies. 


* * * 
Mr. Krock’s analysis of the Wis- 
consin result and Mr, Willkie’s 


dramatic retirement begins with the 
assumption that the Democrats are 
engaged in wishful thinking. The 
Democrats, he says, naturally want 
the nation to believe that only the 
re-election of Mr. Roosevelt can 
protect the nation from isolation- 
ism. Thus they are glad to interpret 
any development, like the Wiscon- 
sin primaries, as showing the iso- 
lationism and hopelessness of the 
Republican party. Therefore, in Mr. 
Krock’s view, the defeat of Mr. 
Willkie has been exaggerated by 
Democrats as a sign of Republican 
isolationism, 

According to Mr. Krock, the man 
favored by the Republican voters 
of Wisconsin, Mr. Thomas Dewey, 
has not proved himself an isolation- 
ist of late years, though he was al- 
Ways so regarded up to and includ- 
ing the early stages of this war, 
and is still so regarded by Mr. 
Willkie, Mr, Krock recalls that Mr. 
Dewey last year advocated a post- 
war alliance between Britain and 


the United States which Russia and 
China would be invited to join, to 
act as trustees until a world peace 
order could be organized, That, says 
Mr. Krock, is almost as far in inter- 
nationalism as any presidential pos- 
sibility has yet ventured, 
* * * 


But more significant to Mr. 
Krock is the other result of the 
Wisconsin primaries, in giving sec- 
ond place to Lieutenant Command- 


er Stassen, former governor of 
Minnesota. This young man, now on 
active service in the Pacific, has 
gone further in the direction of in- 
ternationalism than any eminent 
United States politician, has advo- 
cated a world government and has 
written that “like the Great Wall of 
China, the walls of American isola- 
tion have crumbled forever, .. . 
The people of America, including 
the Middle West, are determined to 
follow through to win an enduring 
peace in a stable world.” 

As Mr. Krock observes, Lieuten- 
ant Commander Stassen is a mid- 
west politician, close to mid-west 
opinion, to the people who are sup- 
posed to be the core of American 
isolationism. Yet in Wisconsin he 
came next to Mr. Dewey in the Re- 
publican primaries and now he has 
led the field in other western prim- 
aries. The middle-western voters 
have given very generous support 
to a man who has urged their coun- 
try to surrender part of its sover- 
eignty in the interests of world | 
peace, under the control of a world) 
parliament. All this an internation- 
aiist like Mr. Krock, representing 
the New York Times, an old anid} 
gallant fighter for the League of 
Nations, finds very encouraging. 

Mr. Lippman, who has done more 
than any other American writer to 
explode the legend of America’s 
safety in isolation, has written a 
most significant article warning 
Mr. Roosevelt to think twice about 
a fourth term; but whether this was 
written before the Wisconsin prim- 
aries or afterwards is not clear. In 
short, Mr. Lippman holds that the 
President can only justify a fourth 
term if he is absolutely satisfied 
that the Republican party would 
betray his plans for the peace and 
the vital interests of the United 
States in these plans, 

Mr. Roosevelt, says Mr. Lipp- 
mann, has no right’to assume that 


as a matter of course the Republi- 
cans cannot be trusted. If he be- 
lieves that the Republicans can be 
trusted with the prosecution of the 
war and the making of the peace, 
says Mr, Lippmann, his own retire- 
ment would be best for him, for 
his party and for the nation—he 
should retire now before he is fin- 
ally driven from office with a fierce 
and bitter division of the nation. 
x * 


Without doubt, the President will 
weigh these arguments. No man 
wants to stay in the White House, in 
a continual agony of tension and 
strain, for sixteen years merely for 
the fun of it. In such great matters 
Mr. Roosevelt unquestionably will 
decide by what he conceives to be 


| his duty to the nation. He may de- 


cide wrongly, as events turn out, but 
he will decide according to his con- 
science, The issues are too big for 
vanity or ambition in a man who 
already has served longer in the 
presidency than any other man and 
whose place in history now lboms 
up beside that of Washington and 
Lincoln 

But the President will want to 
be convinced about the conversion 
of the Republican party. He will 
want to see the Republican candi- 
date and the Republican platform, 
on foreign policy, and he will want 
to be sure, if the platform is satis- 
factory, that it will be carried out. 
For Mr. Roosevelt is the same man 
who ran for vice-president in 1920 
on the League of Nations issue, 
went down to defeat on it, watched 
the Republican party promise to 
support the League of Nations and 
then watched them reject it by 
amendment, reservation and man- 
oeuvre, 

He will do everything to prevent 
this happening again. At the mo- 
ment, the President is trying des- 
perately to keep this whole issue 
out of party politics, to secure 
agreement between both parties on 
foreign policy, and if this agree- 
ment can be achieved, with sincer- 
ity on all sides, then American 
foreign policy will be safe for the 
world whoever wins the autumn 
election, The next few months will 
show whether such agreement is 
possible, whether the Republican 
party has returned from its adven- 
ture in isolationism to its original 
place as the party of international- 
ism, 


Complexities of Lend Lease 


By CHESTER A, BLOOM 

WASHINGTON—When Sir Owen 
Dixon, Australian minister to the 
United States, pointed out that 
Australia is feeding about 5,000,000 
people outside of her own popula- 
tion, the minister told only part of 
the story of the Australian all-out 
war effort. 

Sir Owen said that of Australia’s 
7,100,000 population, Australia en- 
listed almost 870,000 men in the 
armed services or about 12 per 
cent of her population. On the same 
basis, the U.S. would have to have 
16,000,000 men in her armed forces 
whereas the U.S. total on Feb. 1, 
was 10,600,000, about eight per cent. 

In dollar value of reverse lease 
lend, Australia has an equally 
good record. The exact figures 
have never been disclosed but it 
is reported they are in the neigh- 
borhood of $500,000,000. On the 
basis of U.S. population about 19 
times that of Australia’s, this would 
mean reverse lease lend of about 
$9,500,000.000. 

Such figures, however, are mis- 
leading due to the almost inextric- 
able interweaving of the mutual 
war effort of the two nations, 

* * * 


The best example of this inter- 
relation was given recently by Col, 
Spencer B. Eddy, G.S.S., an officer 
of the general purchasing agent of 
the U.S. Army forces in the Far 
East. Testifying before the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee on the 
subject of reverse or as the Ameri- 
cans say, reciprocal lease lend, Col. 
Eddy described the closg interrela- 
tion of lease lend and reverse lease 
lend, thus: 

“Take this question of food, for 
example,” said Col. Eddy. “There 
is a fellow in Santa Barbara, Cali- 
fornia, who grows lima beans; there 
is a fellow in Gallatin Valley, Mon- 
tana, who grows peas; there is a 
fellow in Ohio who grows golden 
bantam corn, All those men raise 
those for seed, 

“The United States government 
takes the seed and sends it to Aus- 
tralia on lease Jend, That seed is 
turned over to a farmer in Australia 
and he plants a crop. Part of the 
units of his fertilizer, one of the 
units, is probably phosphate from 
Florida; some of his farm machin- 
ery came from Illinois; some of his 
canning machinery came from the 
United States. He got some sulphur 
from Texas, All that went to Aus- 
tralia on lease lend. 

“The Australian government 
made a contract with that farmer to 
grow a crop which the Australian 
government will pay for. The Aus- 
tralian government pays the canner 
to can it and the canner puts it in 
a can made of American tin plate

“Then the canner takes the can 
and it has to be put in a wooden 
case and the chances are he got} 
the wood from which he made the 
box from New Zealand. Then it is} 
shipped on an Australian railway 
on reverse lease lend and put in 
an American warehouse that the 
Australian government built and| 
paid for and turned over to us from 
reverse lease lend, 

“Then when it is time to use that 
case, it goes down to the docks, is 
loaded by Austrlian stevedores that 
the Australian government pays, 
and it is put on a boat that Austra- 
lia gives on reverse lease lend and 
the boat is provisioned and powered 
under reverse lease lend, 

“If it is coal that is used for 
power, that came from Australia, 
and that was under reverse lease 
lend. When the boat gets up north, 
it is unloaded on some of the 
docks that they built up in the 
islands out of Australia timber with | 
Australian hardware which Aus- 
tralia paid for, Then the food is 
stored in a temporary hut which 
is made of Australian steel and paid} 


for by Australia, 
“IT might say, incidentally, that 
we are taking one-half of the sheet| 


steel produced in Australia for our 
houses and warehouses at the pres- 
ent time 


“Then, when it comes down to 


| the problem of eating the food, the 


can is opened by an Australian- 
made can opener, it is cooked in an 
Australian-made stove and it is 
eaten with Australian knives and 
forks out of an Australian mess kit, 
and all of that comes out of re- 
verse lease lend. 


“The American boy who eats the 
food has completed the cycle, be- 
cause the chances are that some- 
where along the line his father 
back home had something to do 
with some of the products that 
eventually produced that product. 
That,” concluded Col. Eddy, “is 
reciprocal and the way it works out 
in the field.”

An officer of the United States Army whom I had not 


previously known, who is now 


serving in Italy, has sent me 


a letter from which I quote these paragraphs: 


“Last night I read your statement” 
in ‘The Boston Globe’ of Feb. 24, 
copyrighted by the New York 
Tribune Inc., which dealt with in- 
ternational organization, the prom- 
ise of the Atlantic Charter, the 
pledges at Moscow, Cairo and 
Teheran, You asked, ‘But what are 
the masses of the 
people so far en- 
abled to see of 
any positive im- 
plementation of 
the Atlantic Char- 
ter?’ 

“I say sincerely, 
*Thank you deep- 
ly for your state- 
ment.’ And I ask, 
equally sincerely, 
that you make the 
statement OVCT Sumner Welles 
and over again; 
that you ask your question until 
you have produced... a reply 
which ... will satisfy the ‘masses 
of the people’.” 

The repeated asking of this ques- 
tion, even if it were asked by many 
who possess greater eloquence and 
more authority than I, cannot nec- 
essarily bring the answer which so 
many millions want. 

But this officer's letter sharply 
underscores a query which has been 
much in the minds of some of us. 
H[ave the men in our armed services 
as yet been told in sufficient detail 
of the political ends for which they 
are fighting, and particularly of 
what we are doing, in each area of 
combat, to make sure that we 
achieve our political post-war ob- 
jectives? 

POLICY DATA URGED 

Would they not be greatly helped, 
not only while they are overseas, 
but also after they have come home 
to resume their responsibilities as 
individual American citizens, if 
they were able to know more fully 
of the manner in which our foreign 
policy is supplementing their own 
military efforts, and of the why and 
the wherefore of what this govern- 
ment is undertaking in the political 
field? Would they not also be heart- 
ened if they could see their govern- 
ment, especially in the Mediterran- 
ean theatre of our military opera- 
tions, at long last make practical 
use of that valiant aid which can 
be offered by the local forces of 
democracy, which until now have 
been so ineffectually employed? 

Our fighting men are fully 

aware of our over-all aims. They 
have heard the noble words in 
which the President reiterated | 
these aims only the other day 
when he said: “The United Na- 
tions are fighting to make a 
world in which tyranny and ag- | 
gression cannot exist; a world 
in which all persons, regardless 
of race, color or creed, may live 
in peace, honor and dignity.” | 

But I wonder if the men who, for 
example, are today fighting for this 
country in Italy are able as yet to 
see very clearly just how our pres-| 
ent policy toward the Italian people | 
has furthered those objectives | 

The importance of this issue will} 
increase as the war continues, espe- | 
cially after the invasion of western 
Kurope has taken place. The effec- | 
tiveness of our military forces} 
which are engaged in operations | 
on Italian or French soil would be} 
enhanced if our men better under-| 
stood our political, as well as our} 
military strategy, and therefore saw | 


more plainly how they were not 
only helping to defeat the Axis 
tyranny, but also helping to con- 


struct the kind of world of which | 
the President has spoken, 


PROBLEM OF ITALY 

The scene would be at least part- 
ly clarified if they could see all of | 
the democratic forces among the | 
peoples of Italy and of France co- 
operating in our common objective | 
of restoring freedom to those now 
enslaved by Hitlerism or Fascism, | 
yather than remaining sullenly or | 
resentfully aloof, as has unfortun- | 
ately been the case in many in- 
stances. 

If, as now appears possible, the 
six democratic parties in liberated 
Italy are able to agree upon a form- 
ula by which they will create a 
coalition war cabinet upon the re-| 
tirement of King Victor Emmanuel, | 
and the designation by the latter of |

Cutting Blooms.—This is as im- 
portant as pruning and the stems 
of all blooms should be cut down 
to within three or four buds or 
leaves of the stem from which it is 
growing.

In other words, by cutting 
yeur blooms on a long stem you 
will secure another crop of good 
blooms earlier. 

Cutting Blooms for Exhibition.— 
All exhibition blooms necessarily 
have to be cut on fairly long stems 
to have any chance in competition.

Long Before Hitler’s Rise, Ger

Tag” with International Control of Vital War Materials; Financed 


Chapter VI, 

As early as 1920, and probably before, the leading Ger- 
man chemists and industrialists planned the second World 
War. They had unlimited funds at their disposal, hidden in 
Holland, Switzerland and the United States, in the names of 
citizens of those countries. And they rightly calculated that 
foreign investors would pour money into Germany if it feigned

inability to pay reparations. * 
Many of the German patents 

were seized in Britain and the Unit-| 
ed States during the first World 

War. But the Germans were little! 
affected by this because they had} 
never properly revealed their pat- 

ents, though this is required by in-| 
ternational ~and national patent} 
laws, 

These German industrialists and | 
chemists planned Der Tag with 
their own weapons. Having a 
monopoly of synthetic nitrogen, 
they planned to infiltrate into for- 
eign industry an economic fifth 
column which would seize control 
of war industries. 

Karl Duisberg, the chief chemist | 
of the German Bayer Company, had | 
prolonged the first World War by} 
his development of ersatz food and 
clothes, Karl Bosch, chief chemist} 
of the Badische Anilin-und-Soda| 
Fabrik, had invented chlorine poi-| 
son gas, surpalite and yperite. 
Fritz Haber, head of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Institut, had discovered 
how to take nitrogen out of the air. 
Synthetic nitrogen had served for 
both explosives and fertilizer. These 
three veterans of the first World 
War, together with many younger 
adherents, plotted to recapture the 
dye and pharmaceutical markets. 


FIRST STEP 

The first step was to merge every 
important chemical firm in Ger- 
many into one huge trust. The Ger- 
mans with their craving for poly- 
syllabic names called it the “Inter- 
essengemeinschraft Farbenindustrie 
Aktien Geselischaft”. Then branches 
were established throughout the 
world. It was known in the United 
States as the I. G. Farben. | 


This 
enormous enterprise, which obtain- 
ed control of vital industries! 
throughout the world, and acted at 
the same time as the espionage} 
centre for the German military 
clique, was as instrumental in con- 
quering Europe as the German) 
army. And it antedated Hitler's 
ascent for fourteen years. 

Karl Duisberg became chairman 
of the Board of |. G. Farben, 
Karl Bosch, its president. It en- | 
compassed not only the chemical | 
industries but also the heavy in- | 
dustries, such as steel and muni- 
tions. Therefore it included repre- | 
sentation of Adolf Kirdorf, czar | 
of the German Coal Trust, 


| 


Krupp von Bohlen, Fritz Thyssen, 
Hjalmar Schacht, Hugo Stinnes, 
Albert Voegler, director general 
of the United Steel Works, and 
many others. 

The I. G. Farben in a short while 
regained control of its former im- 
pressive holdings in the United 
States, As it extended its American 
interests, it combined its various 
activities under the innocuous name 
of the American I. G. Chemical 
Corporation. This later became 
known as the General Aniline and 
Film Corporation, 


PLANNED WORLD CONQUEST 

The German industrialists plan- 
ned not only to make Germany self- 
sufficient for war, but also to pre- 
vent foreign preparation, through 
extending their control into foreign 
countries. They planned, if and 
when this work was completed, to 
destroy the German Republic and 
seiect some suitable leader to exe- 
cute their plans for world conquest. 
Hitler was not even dreamed of as 
the Fuehrer, 

The Versailles Peace Treaty had 
fixed the Germany Army at no 
more than 100.000 officers and men. 


|The theory of this limitation was 


that such a force might be neces- 
sary to preserve internal order, But 
German bad faith took immediate 
command, Krupp and Thyssen fin- 
anced the Free Corps, the nucleus 
of the army which was to conquer 
Europe, The industrial barons pro- 
vided funds to von Schleicher, who 
organized the Black Reichswehr, It 
trained in secrecy. They also fin- 
anced Major Duesterberg, who or- 
ganized the Stahlhelm (Steel Hel- 
mets), the veterans of the first 
World War. Von Schleicher became 
he financial conduit for the Free 
Corps and its notorious leaders, 
Captains Ehrhart and Schlageter. 
Those in the government who would 
not join the conspiracy were ter- 
rorized. Chancellor Friederich Eb- 
rt liberal minister of finance, 
Mathias Erzberger, leader of the 
Catholic Centre Party, was assassin- 
ited by the Free Corps. This Nazi 
method likewise preceded the Nazis 
nd Hitler, 

Professor Major General Karl E. 
Nikolas Haushofer, as early as 
1925, was expounding the geopoli- 
tics of world hegemony to the of- 
ficers of the Black Reichswehr.

could be carried on secretly. 


| SECRET TRAINING 

| But how was a huge army to be 
| trained in secret? The answer was 
the sport camps and recreational 
centres throughout Germany. The 
entire youth of Germany suddenly 
became interested in physical cul- 
ture and long hikes. Aviation train- 
ing was achieved through glider 
clubs. Thus the prohibition against 
the construction of military planes 
was circumvented. All this, too, pre- 
ceded Hitler and the Nazis. 

In 1928 Germany successfully 
invaded the Orient in its economic 
war. An agreement was entered 
into with the Japanése govern- 
ment to take over its chemical 
industry and train the Japanese in 
the manufacture of explosives and 
light metals. Poison gases were 
included, and under the tutelage 
of an I. G. Farben chemist were, 
and are still, being manufactured 
at the Sumitomo Chemica! Co. 
plant at Wihima. Full agreement 
was also reached with Japan con- 
cerning synthetic nitrogen, which 
involved licenses to the Japanese 
trusts of Mitsui and Mitsubishi. 
The Axis was forming long before 
Hitler, 

In 1931 Mussolini desired a great 
Italian chemical industry for war 
purposes. He needed the Farben 
patents and secret formulae. He 
was readily induced to force the 
Italian firm of Montecatini to join 
the Farben monopoly. This was 
achieved by the organization of the 
Agenzia Chimiche Nazionali Asso- 
ciati to manufacture all dyes, heavy 
chemicals and aluminum for Italy. 
Farben took 49 per cent of the 
stock. Montecatini received 51 per 
cent. But this was a typical German 
illusion. Actually Germany domin- 
ated this company through its pat- 
ent control. 


FORCED INTO ALIGNMENT 

By 1932 L G. Farben substantially 
controlled important European in- 
dustry. Chiefly by means of price- 
cutting policies the outstanding 
French firm, Etablissements Kuhl- 
mann, was forced into alijsnment 
with I. G. Farben in 1927. In 1929 
I. G. Farben obtained control of the 
three largest chemical companies in 
Switzerland—the Ciba, the Gergy 
and the Sandoz companies. 

The attorney and representative 
of I. G, Farben in France was 
Pierre Laval! 

I. G. Fargen acquired 50% of the 
stock of the Grasselli Dyestuff Cor- 
poration, the American company 


owned 100% of this company. It had 
recaptured its patents. Then it 
changed the Grasselli Company into 
the General Aniline and Film Cor- 
poration. Similarly the American} 
Bayer Company, which had acquir- 
ed the German Bayer patents from 
the Alien Property Custodian, was | 


Far- | 


absorbed and made an I. G, 
ben unit in the Sterling Products 
Corporation. These companies were | 
the main suppliers of the pharma- 
ceutical markets throughout Latin 
America. They were now in Ger- 
man hands, 


SHARE OF FORD STOCK 

I. G. Farben had owned a sub- 
stantial share of stock in the Ford 
plant at Cologne, Germany. Edsel 
Ford owned shares in the I, G, Far- 
ben organization (General Aniline 
and Film Corp.) in the United 
States. He became a director of this 
company. This association, while 
innocent so far as Ford was con- 
cerned, resulted in such anomalous 
by-products as Fritz Kuhn, later the 
leader of the Nazi Bund in the 
United States, being employed in 
this country as a chemist in the 
Ford motor plant; Henry Ford re- 
ceiving a Nazi medal; and his re- 
fusal to manufacture airplane mot- 
ors for England. 

Holding forth its patents for the 
manufacture of synthetic gasoline 
as bait, I. G. Farben formed an 
association with the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey. This was 
achieved through the medium of a 
new corporation called Standard 
I. G. Company. Thereafter this 
company acquired the Internation- 
al Hydrogenation Patents Company 
Ltd., which controlled synthetic oil 
patents throughout the rest of the 
world. Walter C. Teagle, chairman 
of the board of directors of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey, 
became a director of General Ani- 
line and Film Corporation, 


NEW MATERIALS CONCEALED 

German patent control through 
cartels extended to vital and new} 
materials essential to war. Strategic | 
new materials were concealed from | 
our country. When a Nazi armored | 
car was captured, chemists discov- | 
ered that it had been constructed 
from an unknown metal alloy, 
lighter than aluminum and stronger | 
than steel. Only then did it become 
plain how Nazi motorized forces had | 
been able to extend their radius of 
activities “abnormally”. This and 
other alloys were made from mag- 
nesium and beryllium. 

International cartels gave Ger- 
many advantages in the plastic 
field, Certain it is that plastics 
have in many instances qualities 
superior to wood, glass, porce- 
lain, and other materials. More- 
over, it becomes possible to re- 
place complicated machine-tool 
work with simplified casting, Ger- 
many held basic patents for plas- 
tics of strategic military import- 
ance and issued licenses in such 
a manner as to limit foreign pro- 
duction. 

When the war began, German 
planes were already equipped with 
this material The German firm of 
Rohm and Haas A. G. held the 
basic patents. Subsequent evidence 
before the Truman Committee re- 
| vealed that there was only one 
company in the United States pro- 
ducing this strategic material. It 
was Rohm and Haas, Inc., of Phila- 
| delphia. The German and American 
| firms had a world monopoly on 
Plexiglas. 

SPECIAL AGREEMENT 

I, G. Farben had a special agree- 
ment with Rohm and Haas, Inc.,, 
whereby Farben agreed not to 
manufacture any product similar 
to Plexiglas, while Rohm and Haas 
agreed not to use their patents for 
articles. which would be competi- 
tive with Farben, When the Ameri- 
can government purchased Plexi-| 

, glas, a royally of three per cent) 


YOU'RE IN THE ARMY NOW 


was paid to the German company. 
Even after the war began in 1939, 
Germany continued to do “business 
as usual” with Plexiglas. It ar- 
ranged for the American company 
to serve Germany's markets an 
pay over the profits, minus an ap- 
propriate service charge. 

Royalties were paid on Plexigias 
to the German firm even after en- 
actment of the Lend-Lease Act. The 
reports on sales to the United 
States and Canada served of course 
as an easy index for the Luftwaffe 
as to the progress of the manufac- 
ture of military airplanes in the 
United States.

Inner Strengthening 


Strengthened with might by his Spirit in the inner man. 
—Eph, 3:16 


OR many in these soul-testing days life is far from easy. Perhaps 
God never intended that life should be anything but a struggle 


for us all. At any rate, sooner or later, we all undergo the stern 
disciplines of life. 
To some, life deals desperate, staggering blows. Their friends 


expected them to go down under the desperate blow. It seemed more 
than they could bear. But to their delighted amazement they stood up 
under the blow, took it on the chin, and went on their way with a 
smile. They displayed unexpected fortitude and courage, They 
possessed hitherto unrevealed inner resources. They had access to 
some power beyond their own. 

Whence comes this inner strengthening? From the indwelling 
Companion. By faith Christ dwells in our hearts. He is the Strong 
Son of God, who never bit the dust of a single moral defeat. In his 
valedictory to his disciples he said, “I have overeome the world.” 


He dwelt in God and drew his strength from the eternal hills. Now 
He dwells in his own and can place the resources of iiwaven at our 
disposal. He can reinforce our weakness with his all-conquering might, 
meet our insufficiency with his all-sufficing grace, and strengthen us 
with might by his spirit in the inner man. 

Across the centuries many have experienced this strengthening 
from the indwelling Companion. Thousands in conquered Europe 
have found the hiding of-the Divine power as they have resisted the 
Nazi determination to make the Church subservient to the State. 
Outstanding among many heroes of the faith in Europe are Martin 
Niemoeller of Germany and Bishop Berggrav of Norway. While pay- 
ing the long price of loyalty to Christ, they have experienced the 
inner strengthening. 

Prayer keeps men in touch with God for their inner strengthening. 
Prayer is no magic formula by which God suddenly changes the out- 
ward circumstances of our lives. After the most fervent prayer the 
outward conditions may remain the same, the pressing problem be 
still unsolved, and the crushing burden still to be carried. The help 
God gives operates from within the life and not from without. Prayer 
did not remove Paul's thorn in the flesh. It did something infinitely 
better: it brought him in touch with Christ's all-sufficing grace. Jesus 
prayed that the cup of suffering might pass unquaffed. In the purpose 
of God that prayer could not be answered. But in that dark hour he 
received inner strengthening that enabled him to say, “Not my will 
but thine be done,” and he faced Calvary with unflinching courage 
and imperturbable calm. 

The value of prayer is not that it changes the outward circum- 
stances, but that it transforms us. In prayer we find the hiding of 
God's power and have our own inner spiritual resources released. 

Consecration provides God with an opportunity to bring inner 
strengthening to a life. It is the price of the infilling with the Divine 
power. When the life is adjusted to the Divine will, the power flows 
in. We often marvel! at the remarkable power some lives possess. 
However, there is no great secret to it. Take Wm. Booth for instance, 
He has made the roll of the Salvation Army drum encircle the globe. 
When asked the secret of his phenomenal success, he answered: 
“From the day I got the poor of London on my mind and a vision of 
what Jesus Christ could do with the poor of London, I made up my 
mind that God should have all of Wm. Booth that there was.” When 
God has all of a man, he can flood that life with his power. Consecra- 
tion pulls up the sluice gate of self and allows the whole ocean of 
God's power to rush at flood tide into all the creeks and channels of 
a man’s soul. Then he is truly strengthened with might by God's

A new system of registering 

applicants was inaugurated at 
| the Unemployment Insurance 
and Selective Service Commis- 
sion office at noon Friday.

those entering industry or employ- 


}ment for the first time or with no 
™ | background of experience, 

The applicant will apply as 
jusual at the front counter where 
an incoming registering officer 
will ask him what is his occupa- 
jtion. He will be handed the form 
covering that type of work and 
|then he may go to a section of the 
office where several long tables 
have been installed, Here he may 


sit down and fill out his own form 
and then hand it to an out-going 
registration officer who checks the 
information making sure that the 
japplicant’s phone number and ad- 
{dress is stated so that he can be 
|quickly reached as soon as a@ posi- 
| tion is open for him, 


In this manner many people can 


be registering without having to 
wait for interviews, and it will not 
be necessary for the applicant to 
return to the office until he is 


notified that a position is available,

To these child-hungry men and 
women I would suggest a sort of 
Lend Lease Baby Proposition, by 
which I mean taking as paying 
guests some little human waif who, 
by the the ill winds of chance, has 
been cast upon the shores of life, 
with nowhere to go and no one to 
care for him. 

This service 
Bureau, which has a branch in 
jevery city, performs. Instead of 
sending these forlorn little ones to 
orphan asylums, as was formerly 
done, it tries to place them in 
homes in which they will grow up 
in the home atmosphere that js 
every child's birthright, and in 
which they will have the love and 
care and guidance of a good man 
and woman. For this privilege it 
pays the child’s*board in the cases 
in which he.has no family, or the 
|family has no money. 

It seems to me that this offers a 
unique opportunity for people who 
want to adopt children, but who 
cannot get them, to satisfy their 
hearts’ desire to have a baby to pet 
and cuddle, or smart youngsters 
growing about them. And it has this 
further advantage, that if the child 
and his foster parents do not click 
they can part, as they cannot do in 
the case of adoption. 


GREAT NATIONAL SERVICE 

The people who take in the little 
child boarders and who give them 
the pentup parental afféction that 
has had no outlet before, not only 
add to their own happiness, but 
have a chance at doing a great 
work for their day and generation. 
For they have these children at the 
impressionable time of their lives, 
and when they give love to a lonely, 
love-starved child; when they hold 
high ideals of conduct before devel- 
oping boys and girls; when they 
light the fires of ambition in un- 
formed little minds they have given 
to their country the finest gift that 
is possible to make, They have 
done a great work, 

Of course, the one objection to 
the Lend Lease Baby Proposition 
is that it is temporary, and it is 
often a heart-break when the 
foster parents have to give up the 
children they have learned to 
love so dearly, 

But, in reality, none of us keep 
children with us very long. Life 
takes them from us, Before we 
know it they are no longer babies, 
no longer school boys and girls, 
They are gone from the home nest. 
But we have had our happiness 
with them and we. have our mem- 
ories and their love. And the fos- 
ter parent has that as well as the 
real one.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

One is compelled to read be- 
tween the lines of all letters, It is 
easy enough for a parent to elab- 
orate on the problem but say 
nothing of the background which 
created it. 

Mrs. G., from what you have told 
me of the child’s fanatical devotion 
to the bottle, day or night, empty 
or full, one must surmise there is 
something very much amiss in the 
whole diet. It must be a meager 
one or the child would not be so 
dependent on this bottle and scream 
at its removal. 

Why should any child of six 
months want a bottle beside it con- 
stantly? Only, in my estimation be- 
cause the whole nourishment is 
faulty, You admit she cannot be 
interested in toys. A hungry baby 
couldn't. It may mean she is get- 
ting food, but not enough of it, Her 
formula may be a weak one. She 
may lack vitamin D entirely. 

You see, it is necessary to build 
up the background in imagina- 
tion, otherwise one cannot attempt 
to deal with the problem as you 
stated it, Won't you write me 
more fully about your baby, its 
age, weight, *eeding, airing, vita- 
mins, ete? Then | think | shall 
be able tc see why she has this 
particular habit. 

A Housekeeper: I feel that you, 
in your earnest endeavor to help 

the child, are manufacturing a real 
problem worse than the present one. 
Why shoul you dream of building 
up a habit of going to the toilet 
every 20 minutes? That isn’t con- 
trol, that is lack of it, even if the 
child is never wet. What you want 
him to learn to do is to WAIT for 
attention, even if that comes only 
once ever hour or two hours. 

From what you have told me the 
child is very slow in all of his de- 
velopment. He is old enough to be 
dry, but if he needs more help in 
solidifying this habit, then make it 
a good habit while you are about 
it. 

His father, justifiably, it seems, 
is trying to be both father and 
mother to him and undoubtedly 
pets and indulges him unwisely. 
Try to help him to see that he 
would do more for the child if he 
expected more of him instead of 
crystallizing his baby behavior. 

I think if you wouid devise a 
more convenient place for him to 
go to the toilet during play, he 
might be more co-operative about 
his habits.

Toilet Habits,” may show you how 
to make this behavior more habit- 
ual to the child. You may have it 
by sending your request for it to 
Myrtle Meyer Eldred in care of 
this newspaper, and enclosing a 4- 
cent stamped, self-addressed 
velope.
